THJE 
GOLD 
MEN'S 
PROGRAMME. 


The gold men hare captured the Re- 


publican convention which is to meet 
at St. Louis next month and they are 
now laying the wires to capture the 
Democratic Convention which meets in 
Chicago in July. 
While they hud 


hopes of having a majority in the 
Cbieago Convention they wanted to 
deprive the silver men who threatened 
to bolt, of seats in the convention, now 
they fear the silver men will be in the 
ascendancy and threaten to bolt them- 
•elvet. Fearing a silver majority they 
have outlined a programme, which is 
indorsed 
by President 
Cleveland. 


They are hopeful of having a small 
majority and will insist on maintaining 
the two-thirds rule. 
This will enable 


them to hold the convention until they 
get two-thirds or until the election m 
November. 
Ibis will be expensive, 


but the gold men can stand it, and 
they expect the silver men to surren- 
der or there will be no nomination. 


If the gold men are in a minority 


they will insist on a two-thirds rule. 
If the silver men abrogate the rale the 
gold m»n will leave the convention in 
a body, organize a convention of their 
own, 
declare themselves the regular 


Democracy, adopt the two-thirds rule 
and 
nominate gold candidates for 


President and Vice President on a 
gold platform. 


It is a consummation devoutly to be 


wished that the silver men in the Re- 
publican convention will walk out and 
that the gold men in the Democratic 
convention will do likewise. 
That 


would clearly define the issue between 
the two parties. 
The Republicans 


would stand on the single gold stand- 
ard and the Democrats on free coinage. 
The gold element of all parties would 
then flock to the Republican standard, 
as the silver men of all parties would 
to the silver wing of the Democratic 
party. 
If the gold wing of the Demo- 


cratic party called itself the ipgular 
Democracy and nominated a ticket the 
silver cause would not lose by such 
action, for if the gold Democrats stood 
by their candidate, which is very im- 
probable, it would only cause a loss of 
so many votes 
to the Republican 


nominee. 


If the Democratic 
party 
should 


purge itself of Clevelandism and all 
that the name implies and declare for 
absolute free coinage of gold and sil- 
ver it might reasonably 
expect a 


majority of the electoral vote for its 
candidate next November.

MILLIONS FOR SUGAR BOUNTY 


Under the McKinley act a bounty of 


two cents per pound was paid sugar 
growers from the National Treasuryi 
When the act was repealed Auditor 
Bowler of the Treasury Department 
refused to issue warrants for the pay- 
ment of the bounty on a part of the 
sugar product of 1894. 
The sugar 


planters appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States and that 
Court has rendered a decision by 
which they are to be paid over $6,000,- 
000. For the payment of these claims 
the last Congress appropriated $5,000,- 
00(1 and that amount is now available 
for that purpose. 


The Commissioner has approved of 


502 claims for bounty aggregating $6,- 
111,506. Of these claims Louisiana has 
403, aggregating $5,591,617; Texas, 13 
claims, amounting to $123,812; Florida 
9 claims, $5,655; Nebraska, 1 claim, 
$45,067; California, 3 claims, $293,208; 
Kansas, 2 claims, $6,259; Utah, 1 claim, 
145,862. 


As the amount appropriated lacks 


$1.111,505 of being sufficient to cover 
the claims the present Congress will 
have to make up the deficiency and 
square accounts, as claims of that 
character if allowed to rn£ a few years 
increase as rapidly as the public debt 
under a gold standard administration.

LODE Shots. 


The longest distance that a shot has 


been fired ia a few yards ever 15 miles, 
•which -was the range of Krnpp's well 
known "monster" 180 ton steel gun, 
firing a shot weighing 2,600 pounds. 
The 111 ton Armstrong gun' has an ex- 
treme range of 14 miles, firing a shot 
weighing 1,800 pounds and requiring 
960 pounds of powder. 
These guns, 


however, proved too expensive, being 
unable to stand firing 100 times, and 
their manufacture has practically been 
abandoned. The 22 ton Armstrong gnu 
hurls a solid shot for a distance of 13 
miles, and the discharge of the gun can- 
not be heard at the place where the ball 
strikes. From 13 to 18 miles is the com- 
puted range of the most powerful guns 
now made, and to obtain that range nn 
elevation of nearly 45 degrees is found 
to bo necessary. Quick firing guns are 
more depended upon nfc the present day 
than extreme length of range, and in 
this respect what is considered the most 
wonderful of guns, perhaps, is one of the 
Maxims, which can fire as many as COO 
shots a minute and yet is so light that 
a soldier con c:.rry it strapped to his 
back,

and cncli projectile cost $4,750.
